Art. 4. To choose Town Officers for the ensuing 
year. 

Art. 5. To see how much money the Town will 
vote to grant and raise for the support of Common 
Schools for the ensuing year. 

Art. 6. To see how much money the Town will

Art. 7. To see how much money the Town will 
vote to grant and raise for the support of the Free 
High School for the ensuing year. 

To see how much fieney the Town will 
vote to appropriate for the support of the Free High 
School for the ensuing year. 


Art. 9. To see how much money the Town will 
vote to grant and raise for fuel and janitor service 
for the High School for the ensuing year.

To see if the Town will vote to rescind 
the vote of March 2, 1908, whereby they voted to 
authorize the Superintending School Committee to 
unite with Standish or Hollis, or both for the purpose 
of employing a Superintendent of Schools in accor- 
dance with the provisions of sections 40 to 45, in- 
clusive of Chapter 15 of the Revised Statutes. By 
petition of Chas. H. Dean and fifty-one (51) others. 


Art. 22. To see how much money the Town will 
vote to grant and raise for the support of poor for 
the ensuing year.

Report on Town Farm. 

The management of the Town Farm demands 
much consideration and an article to that effect has 
been inserted in the warrant. In accordance with 
the vote of the Town, a new silo was erected and _ it 
has proved a success. 

The amount of hay cut on the farm last year was 
only about 2 tons. This, with 5 tons of meadow hay, 
bought, and the onsilaiee, has furnished pas feed for 
the 8 cows on the place. 

The tillage tools last spring were, one old plow 
and one spike tooth harrow. As this was a poor out- 
fit, the Agent purchased a new disc harrow and 14 
cultivator. 

The report of the Agent shows what was earned, 
but expenses should be reduced. He had about 10 
acres to plow and harrow last spring and has. done 
most of the plowing for this year. As there is only 
one horse on the farm, a large amount of work has to 
be hired. This has been done in a measure by ex- 
changing work, but this is an expensive and uncer- 
tain way. . 

There is a large amount of wood on the place 
that ought to be cut, to the advantage of the standing 
timber. It seems best that this surplus wood be dis- 
posed of and the proceeds used to buy farming im- 


plements and to provide a place to house them. The » 


buildings need repairs. 

Mr. and Mrs. Berry have worked hard on_ the 
place the past year. Five-acres of ground were seed- 
ed down. Mr. Berry has furnished 4 cows and a 
horse, in addition to free use of a pasture adjoining 
the Town Farm, all a part of his services as Agent, 
so we feel that he has worked for the interest of the 
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Town. Something ought to be done to provide a 
team-—the purchase of a pair of oxen in the spring 
might be a good policy.

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Report of Superintendent of 
Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of Buxton: : 


The annual report of the conditions, progress 
and needs of your schools for the year ending March 
Ist, 1912, is hereby presented for your inspection and 
approval. This is the fourth report since the forma- 
tion of the Buxton-Standish Supervisory District. 

I wish to exténd the thanks of the town to Bux- 
ton Grange for the continued free use of its excellent 
library; to Frank J. Leavitt for the gift of an organ 
to the Salmon Falls school; and to Mrs. Riggs and Miss 
Nora Smith for the gift of a picture, “The Senses” to 
palmon Falls school; to the Society of Colonial 
Dames for the use of a State Travelling Library for 
the Chicopee School and community. | 

| Boys and Girls Fair. 

The second annual Boys and Girls Fair was held 
on Labor Day, 1911, under the management of Bux- 
ton Grange. Every school was represented and the 
exhibits were considered by the judges to be much 
better in quality than those at the first fair. From 
every point of view the fair was a marked success. 
Buxton Grange deserves much credit for its interest 
in the schools as shown by its willingness to stand 
sponsor for the fair. This interest and co-operative 
spirit is highly appreciated by school officials and 
teachers and is a source of encouragement to them. 
This year the fair will be held on Monday, June 16, 
and will be under the management of Buxton Grange, 
High School Alumni Association, Teachers’ Club and 
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school officials, and promises to be even more suc- 
cessful in size and variety of exhibits and quality of 
work. The agricultural part of the fair will be held 
in the fall in connection with the Grange Fair. It 
is hoped that citizens generally will avail themselves 
of this opportunity to see the kind of work that is 
being done in the schools. . Since there may be 
some feeling in town that the work of the fair is oc- 


cupying time that could be better spent in other ways - 


I will say that the exhibits are largely from the reg- 
ular work of the schools in arithmetic, grammar, 
geography, spelling, writing, drawing and nature 
study and that the interest in these subjects is show- 
ing a marked gain. ‘The industrial work is done 
mostly outside of regular school‘hours. The teachers 
who are most energetic in assisting their pupils in 
this work report it to be a distinct help in discipline 
as if provides employment and training for both the 
hands and the minds of their pupils. 

: | Teachers. 

The teachers employed this year have worked 
hard for the success of their schools. It is doubtful 
if any town in the State has a larger proportion of 
trained teachers. Ten of our twelve teachers are 
normal graduates, the other two have attended sum- 
mer schools, hold State certificates and are successful 
and experienced as teachers. At the close of the 
spring term there were six vacancies which we were 
generally successful in filling with good teachers. 
The teaching force this winter is the same as in the 
fall. We feel that in nearly every case our teachers 
are energetic, conscientious and hard working, and 
that they are doing excellent work for their schools. 

Teachers’ Meetings. 

Monthly teachers’ meetings have been held dur- 
ing the year. Since the beginning of the fall term 
these have been conducted by the Buxton Teachers’ 
Club which has been organized by the teachers and 
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schoo! officials, the object being, as stated in the con- 
stitution, “The benefit the schools of the town in 
every possible way and to improve its members pro- 
fessionally.” Topics of general interest have been 
discussed, such as the following: “Reading,” “The 
Elements of a Good School,” “The New State Course 
of Study,” “Discipline and Time Economy,” “‘Attend- 


ance and Punctuality,” “Use of School Library,” 
“Nature Work,” “The Power of Habit,” “Spelling,” 
“Use of the Dictionary,’ “Improvement League 


Work,” “The Teaching of Arithmetic,” etc. An ex- 
cellent and helpful talk on “Morals and Manners in 
the Public Schools,” was given at one of the meetings 
by Rev. R. CG. Harbutt. A few citizens have attended 
the meetings and we hope for a larger attendance in 
the future. 

The reception given by Rev. and Mrs. Harbutt 
and the Dorcas Society, to the teachers and_ school 
officials, at the Congregational Parish House, proved 
avery pleasant occasion. A large number of citizens 
were present and many pleasant things were said re- 
garding the work of the schools. The bringing to- 
gether of teachers and patrons of the schools socially 
is sure to result in a better understanding of the 
teachers’ work and more sympathetic co-operation. 

Courses of Study. 

The courses of study as outlined last year have 
been followed with but little variation, and good pro- 
gress has been made towards having uniform work 
done in all the schools in all grades. The supple- 
mentary work in arithmetic, reading, history, nature 
study and geography, and the completion of the regu- 
lar work as laid down in the courses of study are 
giving our pupils a more thorough fit for the work of 
the High School, and also are keeping them profitably 
employed for a longer time in the common schools, 
thus preventing their entering High School too 
young. It would be a great help in keeping up_ the 
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grading of the schools if parents generally would 

have their children enter in the fall term instead of 

entering in both spring and fall as is generally done. 
The Union Schooi. 

The Union School has been transported to Sal- 
mon Falls during the entire year and this arrange- 
ment has so far proven very satisfactory. The ad- 
dition of the Union pupils brings the number of 
pupils at Salmon Falls up to twenty and much better 
work is being done than if the schools had been run 
separately. 

Bog Mills. 

At Bog Mills the playground has been enlarged 
and the school building moved back and thoroughly 
remodelled. The main room has been enlarged by 
taking in the old entries and an addition built on for 
dressing rooms and teachers’ room. New slate black- 
boards and recitation settees have been provided. 
The Smith Heating and Ventilating System has been 
installed. This system heats the entire room evenly 
and provides plenty of heated fresh air, taken direct- 
ly from outdoors, and removes the old air, entirely 
changing the air in the room-several tities, hourly. 
The results of the use of this system have fully met 
the expectations of the committee and it is hoped that 
a generous appropriation may be given for repairs 
so that this system, or a similar system may. be in- 
stalled in other schools. The shed, containing the 
sanitary arrangement, is connected with the building 
and is entered only from the main room. This is a 
distinct.advantage as it puts it under the direct con- 
trol of the teacher and.does away entirely with pupils 
going out of doors during the sessions. This building 
is now the most modern and best arranged building 
of any in town and one that the town may well be 
proud of. Much credit is due to Mr. E. P. Elwell, who 
has had the entire charge of the work. for the plans 
and the excellence of the work. Unfortunately, on 


)

account of the remodelling of the building, it was 
not possible to open the school until late in the © fall 
term. A part of the time, however, will be made up 
before the end of the year. 

The Need of a Graded School at Bar Mills. 

The condition of the buildings at Bar Mills, 
Scribners and Lower Corner, is such that something 
ought to be done there at once. To remodel these 
buildings and provide suitable playgrounds would 
cost nearly, if not quite, as much as a building that 
would accommodate the three schools and thus give 
us a graded school. Whatever additional initial cost 
there might be would be more than made up in a few 
years by the lessened cost of maintainance of the one 
building in place of the three. In the three schools 
there has been enrolled this year one hundred pupils. 
At the Depot School the teacher has twenty-eight 
recitations daily or an average of twelve minutes per 
recitation; at Seribner the teacher has thirty-three 
recitations. or an average of ten minutes per recita- 
tion; al Lower Corner the average is fourteen min- 
utes per recitation. In a graded school with three 
teachers the average recitation period would be 
lengthened to twenty or thirty minutes with a cor- 
responding increase in the effectiveness of the in- 
struction given. Again in the three schools. the 
grades are small and consequently lacking in interest 
and enthusiasm. In the graded school, on the con- 
trary, the grades would be three times as large on 
the average with a corresponding increase in interest 
and enthusiasm. Efficient teachers generally prefer 
the graded to the ungraded school and can be re- 
tained longer, even at the same pay. Again a teacher 
with only three grades can concentrate her energies 
in preparation for each day’s work, while the en- 
ergies of the teacher.who has all the grades are dis- 
sapated in preparation, and frequently wasted in ap- 
plication. If the quality of the teaching is improved, 
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the mental and moral training will improve. The 
pupil receiving more attention from the teacher is 
kept alert and cultivates to a larger degree the habits 
of promptness, regularity, industry, order and neat- 
ness. Also the moral atmosphere is better than in 
the ungraded school. ea: 


High School. 

At the beginning of the fall term we were fortun- 
ate in securing Mr. S. C. Laupher as Principal of our 
High School. Under his leadership, ably assisted by. 
Miss Libby, our High School is making good progress. 
In regard to the present condition and work of the 
school, I wish to call attention to the Principal’s re- 
port, herewith appended. The State High School In- 
spector in his report expresses satisfaction with the 
work of the school, but calls attention to the inade- 
quacy of the building. The State Superintendent has 
twice written regarding the same matter. The need 
of a building is evident to all and it is hoped that 
favorable action will be taken by the town this year. 

Improvement League Work. _ 

The final reports of League work done during the 
year are very interesting, but I can only touch them 
briefly. 

The Eagle League of the Buxton Center School, 
besides. the $45 in prizes from the Boys’ and Girls’ 
fair, has earned $4.16 from entertainments, added 
seventeen books to its library, and secured a _ good 
book case and,set of tools for manual training work. 

The William (C. Webster League has added 
twelve books to ifs library and made other improve- 
ments valued at $13.00, including a fine book case. 
The teacher says, “I think the School League has in- 
spired the pupils to do better work, also to take more 
pride in the furnishings and care of the schoolroom.” 

The Duck Pond League has ‘added seven. books to 
its library, purchased a clock and book case, has set 
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out lilac, flowering -almond, and a_ tree, and made 
beds for ferns, bulbs and flowers. 

The Chicopee League has added twenty books to 
its library and made other improvements. 

The West Buxton League has added twenty-two 
books to its library and given $10.00 towards new 
slate blackboards. : 

The Shadigee League has secured fourteen new 
books and a croquet set, and has $4.00 in the treasury. 

The Bog Milis League has secured fourteen 
books, provided curtains for the school room, had a 
picture framed and has $7.00 in treasury. 

The Scribner League has purchased a clock, a 
picture and curtains for the school room. 

The Dearborn Hill League has secured eight 
books, provided curtains for the school room, and 
paid $3.50 towards a teacher’s desk. 

A total of $100.00 has been spent for improve- 
ments besides $49.32 in Larkin soap orders. 110 
books have been added to school libraries, making a 
total of 840 in all school libraries, a gain of 700 in two 
and one half years. This record of League work, 1s, 
indeed, one to be proud of; but the interest and  en- 
thusiasm it has inspired in the pupils who have done 
the work is beyond estimation. 

In view of the progress which has been made 
along all lines of school work, I unhesitatingly say 
that this has been a profitable year for the schools of 
Buxton. I wish, in closing, to express my apprecia- 
tion of the co-operative spirit shown by the teachers 
and of the helpful advice and unanimous support of 
the School Committee.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF BUXTON HIGH 
SCHOOL. 


To the Superintendent of Schools, the School Com- 
mittee and the Citizens of the Town of Buxton. 


I desire to submit a report of the condition of 
your high school and a summary of the work accom- 
plished thus far this year. In beginning, allow me to 
say that I have no apologies to make for the High 
School. I maintain that the work done here and the 
results obtained equal those of the average country 
high school of the State of Maine. I do not say that 
we have all the accessories and supplies that some 
other schools have, but I believe that a great many of 
the so called educational aids and devices are a 
detriment to real progress rather than of any value. 
The fact that the best-college entrance examination 
papers are passed in by students from the small 
country high schools rather than from. the great 
schools of the cities, bears out this statement. One 
of the weak points of our educational system of to- 
day is multiplicity of subjects and resulting lack of 
thoroughness. Is a library of ten thousand volumes 
with only about a twentieth part in actual use of any 
more value to a high school than a small sompact 
library, showing the earmarks of constant use? Let 
us not spend our time wishing for those things which 
we cannot hope to have and many of which would 
not even be beneficial if we had them; but -let us 
make use of the many opportunities at hand and we 
may hope to accomplish much. We are unable to 
take up and try out here many of the latest ideas in 
education. But when we consider that a great many 
of such theoretical plans are tried and after a time 
abandoned as worthless, resulting in so much time 
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and expense wasted, we may well feel we can afford 
to wait until such ideas have been thoroughly tested 
and if they are practical there will then be plenty of 
time to introduce them. 

The janitor work at the High School this year 
has been done by the students themselves and the 
funds so received have been and will be expended 
for those things which cannot fail to be of benefit to 
the whole school, and which we value more highly, 
having earned them ourselves, than if they had been 
given to us. 

A good reading table has been purchased and on 
it has been placed much of the best current literature 
of the day, comprising many well known magazines 
and periodicals. This is of great benefit to the school. 
In the first place it is an excellent thing for boys and 
girls, to read much. It is desirable for various rea- 
sons. Now it is just'as essential that they have good 
literature at hand instead of being allowed to select 
their reading matter from the great mass of cheap 
books and papers, having low morals and giving dis- 
torted views of life, which cannot fail to be detri- 
mental. Along this same line, we are indebted to 
those who were in charge of the Boys’ and Girls’ Fair 
for an addition of fifteen volumes to our school 
library. These, together with what we already had, 
give us a good foundation for a library and one which 
contains little or no useless material. 

Near the beginning of the year the school or- 
ganized a debating and literary society, which was 
called the Adelphian. All members. of the school 
take part.in the meetings, which are held each week. 
The meetings themselves are conducted by school 
officers and are held outside of the regular school 
hours. I believe this society is proving of much in- 
terest to the students and is conferring great and last- 
ing influence for the good upon them. It is very de- 
sirable in these days for people in ali vocations to be 
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able to address an assembly in a creditable manner. 
Some work has been done, during the year, in. 
dramatics. The members of the Junior Class pre- 
sented a drama at the close of the fall term and the 
Seniors are now working on a play to be staged be- 
fore the close of the winter term. The work done up- 
on these plays is of course outside of the regular 
school work and means considerable extra labor for 
the, pupils who are obliged to ride long distances. 
after rehearsals. The good results from dramatics. 
are far more than any financial benefits which may 
be received. No one can be in the cast of a play with-. 
out making progress in expression and often, if the 
play is of the right sort, the results are more far 
reaching and tend even to the formation of character. 
Our present day schools are often criticised for 
the seeming lack of good morals and manners among 
the pupils. If this is true, then ye of the country 
have the advantage over our neighbors of the city, in 
‘that we do not have to contend with so many of those 
eviis which corrupt and demoralize. Weare doing 
what we can to bring up the moral standing of our 
school and hope to do more. We were represented at 
the Student Conference of the Y. M. C. A. at Orono, 
February 16th, 17th and 18th; by two delegates. Not 
only those boys who attended will be benefited but 
also the good name of the school, by being represent- 
ed at such a conference. — 7 
Following the custom of former years, the school 
has published a paper. The Buxton High School 
Crescent is now in the hands of the printer and con- 
tains material furnished entirely by the present un- 
dergraduates; the editorial work and managing was. 
also done by the pupils themselves. Such work as. 
this is always beneficial as no form of composition 
will stimulate the best efforts of the student as that. 
which is to be preserved in print. The work of man- 
aging also furnishes considerable practice in busi-- 
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ness methods to those who have it in charge. 

In regard to the routine and of course the most 
important work of the school, I have not space to give 
here any detailed account. We have endeavored this 
year to make the recitation work thorough and defin- 
ite. At the suggestion of our superintendent we are 
now at work upon a High School catalogue which 
will contain a complete description of the aims and 
requirements of the course of study. In this a_ de- 
tailed account will be given of just what subjects will 
be required for graduation in each course and an out- 
line of the work under each subject. This will serve 
as a guide to pupils and teachers alike and will do 
much to raise the standard of the school. 

The addition which has been made to the labra- 
tory equipment this year by appropriation of the 
town is certainly worthy of mention. Several pieces 
of apparatus have been secured which will be of last- 
ing benefit to the science department. Also such 
supplies as are always necessary for carrying on a 
labratory course, have been furnished. Consequent- 
ly we are able to do a very creditable year’s work in 
physics and one which will be, I think, satisfactory 
to any of the colleges to which our students may go. 

All pupils who have ability and health should 
be urged to take a course at college. In these days 
of enlightenment and specialization, a college train- 
ing is much to be desired and in the days before us, 
such a training will be almost essential for great 
success in any line of endeavor. In regard to fitting 
for college, there is absolutely no need for students 
to leave their school here in order to attend prepara-. 
tory schools away from home. Under the present 
management any student, who receives a diploma 
in the college preparatory course, will be able to 
pass the entrance examinations of at least any college 
in Maine. 

This year we have adopted the plan of requiring 
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that all recitations missed on account of absence 
from school be made up out of hours. This plan 
works well in that it gives an opportunity to each 
pupil to make up the work missed through sickness 
or other reasons. It also serves to make the teachers 
sure that each student has studied and understands 
what his class has been over. It also helps keep up 
the attendance although the absences this year have 
been remarkably few considering the distance which 
the boys and girls travel each day. 

In conclusion, I desire to thank the Superinten- 
dent of Schools and the Superintending School Com- 
mittee for their unfailing courtesy and interest in 
the school and their ready attention to its needs. I 
also gladly invite the parents of the scholars and also 
others interested to visit the school and furnish any 
suggestions for its betterment, which may occur to 
them. It is not necessary for me to call attention 
to the needs of the school. The need of a new build- 
ing is obvious and I feel sure that when the good 
people of Buxton are asked to do so, they, will forget 
all else in their zeal to place this High School in 
‘suitable quarters.
